The fourth annual meeting of the United Student Christ- 
tan Council adopted the following 


Resolution on Racism : 


We have been confronted, at this Fourth Annual 
U.S.C.C. meeting, with a broken. world desperately 
groping for a nay of life which can assure MEG) and 
hope. 

We believe the Gospel of Jesus ‘Christ Gaew this 
way of life. it 
The demands of this Gospel fase brought each one 
of us to a deeper consciousness of the pitiful inadequacy 
of his own discipleship. We have been driven to 
repentance. Standing under the judgment of God, 
we see clearly that more diligent Christian witness is 
required and that no one of us alone can bear this 
witness sufficient for the demands of his time. We 
must have the strength which is found only in the 

corporate body of Christ, His holy Church. 

Racism is a cancer that eats deep into our demo- 
cracy, the Christian Church and even our own student 
fellowship. It cuts across culture, isolates individuals 
and dims the Christian witness. In this festering sore — 
in the very heart of what we try to do.as Christians, 
the Negro in our life is hurt, frustrated and wounded 
and the souls of all citizens are blighted by this disease 
of our social order. Worst of all, the witness of the 
Christian Church is weakened because the racism 
breaks its fellowship and thus the Church itself makes 
explicit the negation of Christian brotherhood. The 
problem of racism within the Church in our nation is — 
not sectional. It is a corporate guilt of all the Ma eiar 
in all parts of the nation. 

We, members of the 1947 U,S.C.C., realize that-« our 
weakness is one of the causes of the impotence of 
Protestantism toward this crucially important problem. 
Therefore, with the help of God: 

1. We repent for our failure in the Church Universal 
to obey the will of God in this area of life. ; 

2. We call upon each member of U.S.C.C. to urge 
his national student Christian movement within the 
coming year to make one of its major program 
emphases that of improving race relations.

From the “Canadian Student” : 


Among the activities of the S.C.M. in the University 


of Toronto in which I was privileged to share, the 
most significant was a week-end work camp held at 


the Church of All Nations. It is- significant not only 


for the fellowship of the time which we spent together, 


but also for the challenge presented by the ihe idea 


of work done as worship to God. 


Twelve of us gathered at the Church on Friday 


afternoon after lectures, That evening was spent in 
learning of the work of the church, of the district in 
which it is situated, and of the family in whose home 
we were to work. The circumstances in which the 
mother of the family, a widow with three children, 
found herself, cannot be given in detail, but there 
definitely existed a problem which was both social and 
economic. Saturday morning we descended upon her 
cottage, and by the end of the day had painted not 
only the two rooms originally scheduled, but also 
another room, all the woodwork on the exterior of 
the house, and had also repaired the walk. The evening 
was spent in an informal discussion of work, and ended 
with worship. Sunday morning. we attempted to 
evaluate the week-end, both in terms of what we had 
given and received, and in terms of what the family 
had gained. 

In work of any kind, we share with our fellow 
workers a fellowship which exists in no other phase 
of life.. The backaches and laughter, the pride of a 
job well done, and the understanding that comes in 
the mutual sharing of ideas, work together to create 
friendships that are deeply rooted. Not only did we 
share fellowship together, but also there arose in many 


of us questions as to the place of labour in our civili- 


sation. Some of us had not been very sure of this 
business of earning our daily bread, and some of us 
had not thought much of it except as a necessary 
evil ; we were all confronted with the philosophy of 
performing work as an act of worship to God, and 


co-operation with Him. 
Chile 
From a letter of Raymond Valenzuela : 

You will be glad to know that, on the whole, our 
year’s ‘achievements in the Chile 5.C.M. have borne 
out the promise of the earlier part of the year. The 

Santiago group has done heroic work showing drive 
and initiative. The Valparaiso group has also fune- 
tioned well in the first year of its existence, although 
its future is more uncertain since it will be losing 
some of the best elements. The Concepcidn group 


has largely failed principally because I have not given 


it consistent help, and the students have not assumed 
sufficient leadership. Everything points, however, to 
our best camp to date, with possibly as many as forty 
students attending. Dr. Irven Paul, a Presbyterian 
‘Missionary in Chile for many years, and who is now 
on the Facultad in B. A. has promised to come and 
lead the Bible Study, and Dr. S. U. Barbieri, also of

In response to the call of Oslo, the Student Executive 

Committee: of the Youth Forward Movement (the 

S.C.M. in Shanghai) summons the students to take 

active part in the churches : 

“Christian students in China must shoulder their 
God-given responsibility to lead students to Christ, to 
strengthen our churches, to form a strong and influential 
Christian force in the rebuilding of our country and 
the world.” This is the message our Executive 
Secretary, Miss Yang Shou-ning, one of the Oslo 
delegates, brings us from the World Conference of 
Christian Youth. 

We have always felt strongly that the responsibility 
of building integral personality and integral society is 
ever pressing, especially at the present days when 


- our motherland is in a moment of crisis. 


We believe firmly that Jesus Christ ig our hope and 
we, his followers, should unite ourselves to be an 
effective force in reforming the world. The Church 
is the Body of Christ, and we believe to strengthen 
our churches is the basic and primary step in organizing 
an influential Christian force in the secular society. 

Here are our suggestions to the local units : 

1. Christian students should not only attend regular 
Sunday services, but also help in the activities and 


service projects of their own churches. 


2, Christian students should keep close contact 
with non-Christian students. Bring them -to S.C.M. 
meetings, lead them to know Christ. 

3. Christian students should bring non-Christian 
students to church, and introduce them to the ministers. 
Every non-Christian student, once he has accepted 
the Christian faith, should be baptized. 

4, Students in the local fellowships should take organi- 
zed and group action in strengthening the Student Christ- 
ian Movement in China, and bringing students to Christ. 


INTERNATIONAL STUDENT SERVICE AND WORLD STUDENT RELIEF 


180 miles away from the city, and there is no means 
of getting to these places. Such is the plight, but I 
am\not discouraged. If no room is available, I will 
put up a tent and use it as an office, if the ministry 
could only give us a spot to put it up in, and procure 
for us a tent. Even the winter should not discourage 
us from such a procedure, because the need is urgent 
and practically nothing is being done for students or 
teacher refugees, as the Government is busy with the 
thousand problems that they are up against and also 
with general refugee rehabilitation problems. 

“Delhi is a city of refugees now. Hindus and Sikhs 
who have come from West Punjab and the Muslims 
who have had to leave their homes and belongings 
and run for safety into refugee camps. In one such 
camp I visited, I saw thousands of refugees huddled 
together waiting to be rehabilitated with hopes of a 
better condition and life before them. But the sight 
of them without adequate protection from the sun, 
rain. or cold (and Delhi is quite cold now, in these 
winter months) without the necessary sanitary arrange- 
ments, and their drawn faces were enough to haunt 
me for the rest of the day. How many of those may 
have been teachers or students, we do not know. But 
we do know that many of those were used to a better 
kind of life, because life in such camps merely dehum- 
anise human beings. Millions of our people in such 
camps are expecting to start on a new life, to rebuild 
their hearths and homes and live in peace. But the 
Government have been able to rehabilitate only a 
portion of the great mass of refugees. The rest are 
huddled together in refugee camps, stinking and filthy, 
with no work, no recreation, and nothing to take their 


minds off from their experiences. and tragic circum- 
stances, nor from the hatred that they have towards 
members of the other community. It is a terrible 


problem, and even to tackle the student refugees is - 


a great and enormous task. There are at present in 
the city alone about 6,000 refugee students. There are 
thousands more in the camps... 

“In the city we are opening a iierebuned centre 


from which we will distribute medicines to sick students, — 


supplementary food, tonics and clothes, and we are 
setting up libraries in the city as well as the camps 
for students whose studies have been interrupted and 
who have no means of getting at a book. As a matter 
of fact books are not available at all in Delhi, and 
our collection is coming from other parts of India, 


especially the South, We have been asked to organise — 


recreation centres in the camps for the whole camp, 
and we have offered to do so, and for that work we 
are intending to mobilise the students in the camps, 
which means they will have something to occupy their 
minds, and to take away their sense of frustration. 
These are our plans and programme, but I am not 
able to give you full details yet about what other 
things we can do, and are able to do. After I have 
stayed long enough to get a fairly comprehensive idea 
of the needs etc., I will write to you. Meanwhile 
please write to whoever you think should know our 


dire need and the nature of the help that can be sent. |
